TO LEASE THE Bm. TOWER. 


THE TOWN WILL ASSUME THE 
SPONSIBILITY OF IT. 


Other fir* Department

The controversy between the Town 
Committee and the members of 
Truck Company ovar the question 
responsibility Involved In the 
anee of the bell tower le in process of 
amicable and satisfactory settlement, 
due to the skilful and diplomatic man¬ 
agement of the caee at the hands of the 
members of the company. Essex, with 
Its usual good luck, will oome out oa 
top. Sensational newspaper reporters, 
who, in their mind's eye, pictured 
Charles H. Johnson, William U. Oakea, 
F. N. Unangst, and others at the top of 
the tower hurling the fire-alarm ap¬ 
paratus to the ground, and expected to 
profit by several columns of thrilling 
narrative, are doomed to disappointment. 
With tbe Truck Company it la always 
the sober second thought that prevails 
before action. It le this fact that has 
caused it to be looked up to as the brainy 
element of the Fire Department. 

Frank G. Tower and Dr. William H. 
Van Gieson, representing the Truck 
Company, appeared before the Com¬ 
mittee on Monday afternoon in con¬ 
nection with the question at lasue. Mr. 
Tower waa the spokesman. He briefly 
and lucidly ran over the facts compacted 
with the erectlou of the tower and 
purchase of tbe bell. Mr. Tower eaid it 
might be iuferred from the article Is 
Tun Citiikn that the company desired 
to sell the structure and bell to the 
town. This was not the ease. Essex 
was not In the Fire Department for 
pecuniary profit. In this reaped It wae 
not like other organisations In tbs town. 
When a member left Eaaex be bequeath¬ 
ed his equKy In tbe company’s property 
free and clear to hie successors. Mr. 
Tower seld that Eaaex did not ask oes 
cent from the town for the use of the 
tower. The town had enjoyed free use 
of the bell for eight years, and for two 
years had used tbs tower an a fire- 
alarm station. Tbs heavy machinery of 
the alarm system had been ptased la 
the structure. Tbs company had not 
oonssoted to this, but simply aaqpalad 
With reaped to tbe bell K was a thing 
that the company took much prltie la, 
and had not the remotest Idea of selling 
It. It wae a distinct feature of Essex. 
Tbe company’s name was Inscribed upon 
it. Tbe company, Mr. Tower said, felt 
tbst having given the town free use all 
these years of tbs bell and tower, tbe 
town should assume the responsibility 
In case of damage from tbe fall of tbe 
structure. The tower is now 'in s 
bad condition. There is danger that It 
may fall. In case of damage from its 
fall the company is liable. The town 
usee the structure, and the town should 
assume all responsibility. 

Messrs. Beach, Oakes, ami Stout enter¬ 
ed into a discussion of the matter with 
Mr. Tower. Mr. Beach took exception 
to Mr. Tower’s making It appear that 
Essex Truck Company was being l im¬ 
posed on by the Jown Committee in this 
matter.. He said that If ths fire-alarm 
weighted down tbe tower, it was ths 
ll remen who had asked for the alarm, 
and every Improvement that applied to 
the Five Department in general was 
granted at the particular request of 
members of the Department. Neither 
citizens nor the Committee had forced 
anything on tbe Department, and in the 
case of this heavy machinery in the bell 
tower the Committee had not ridden 
rough-shod over tbe Truck Company in 
putting it there. Mr. Oakes was op¬ 
posed to assuming responsibility without 
ow n er s hip. * * ; 1 ’ * * • • * 1 

Mr. Gilbert, second member of the 
Fire Committee, offered a motion that 
tbe town take a lease of the bell And 
tower, to expire at the same time that 
the company’s lease of the property ex¬ 
piree, which is on August 10,1893.

The contractors constructing the union 
outlet sewer apparently go on tbe theory 
that this town baa no rights la its own 
streets whioh they, the contractors, 
need trouble themselves about respect¬ 
ing. r The contractors have probably 
given some attention to the articles of 
agreement between this town and 
Orange respecting the governorship of 
the sowar, and have concluded that this 
town has but a weak and feeble voice la 
tbe matter. Tbe Township Committee 
propose# to make the contractors or 
some other responsible party understand 
that they cannot ride roughshod ovar 
this town without making soma con- 
{tensalion for tbs damage done. Be¬ 
quest# made to tbe Orange olty officials 
to have aidewaiks aud crosswalks torn 
up and destroyed by the sewer contract¬ 
ors restored to their former condition 
have gone unheeded. Threats of charg¬ 
ing up the coat of repairs against the 
elty of Orange have had no effect, and a 
dispoaitlon to treat this town aa a non¬ 
entity in the matter has been manifest 
ed all along. In view of this spirit of 
indifference to tbe rights of this town 
ths Town Oommlttee feels Justified tn 
taking some extreme measure towards 
<-ompolling a recognition of the Town 
Committee's authority on its own p remis¬ 
es. Town Counsel Barrett has been di¬ 
rected to look over tbe provlaloas of the 
contract between Ibis town and Orange, 
and to give the Committee as opinion 
on two points: First, who Is tbs Cmn- 
mlttes to look to for compensation for 
damages to the streets, the *ty of 
Orange or tbe contractors doing’ ths 
work! fiecond, In regard to tbe dirt 
excavated from tbe trenches, who baa 
a right to It. the edntractors or the 
town?

his opinion, Mr. .Bayaar. Chairman of 
the Newer Committee, will. praam* the 
case for the town befoie the Newer Oom¬ 
mlttee of Orange. One of the moet 
flagrant outrages tbsf thin town baa 
Lees subjected to la connection wfltb 
the v-ocstruction of the eevur ta on: 
Montgomery Street. This etreet wan 
recently macadamised at much expense 
by the town. , Tbs macadam has been 
deetroyed, ami It will coat the town ever 
a thousand dollars to restore the etreet 
to a proper condition. Mr. Oakes spoke 
at length on ths bed condition of Mont¬ 
gomery tttreet at the Town Committee 
meeting on Monday, and he favored 
prompt and decisive measure# to fix the 
responsibility aud compel tbe responsible 
parties to repair the street. Both road¬ 
way and sidewalk on this etreet have 
been left lu a Ungraceful condition, and 
the disregard of public aud private 
rights le so insult to the town that 
should be vigorously r esented. 

There Is one point in the agreement 
between this tows and Orange over 
which there can be no dispute, and that 
le tbe liability for a share of the ex¬ 
pense of construction of the sewer. A 
bill wae presented on Monday amount¬ 
ing to $10,909.18 for work done during 
tbe months of September and October. 
Ths Township Treasurer was directed to 
borrow the money and pay tbe bill. 
This makes a total of about $94,000 now 
borrowed for the payment of sewer work. 
There ie yet about $9,000 to pay if the 
coat of the work does net exceed the 
ap|>roxlmate estimates of the engineers 
given previous to starting the project.
